A possible accelération of per- 
sonnel at the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration’s Mis 
sissippi Test Operations’ site in

This statement was made by 
Marion Kent of the NASA direc- 
tor's office in Huntsville, Ala., Fri- 
day to a group of community 
leaders gathered at the MTO 
Gainesville site so they may pre- 
pare themselves for a greater in- 
flux of residents. 

Capt. William C. Fortune, site 
manager, said the anticipated ac- 
celeration is due to setbacks in 
construction at the missile testing 
facility and a desire to get back on 
the original schedule. 

Kent said it is possible there 


‘will be more than the originally 


anticipated 2,700 permanent per- 
sonnel or that the original numbers 
will come to the site sooner than 
scheduled, or both. 

Kent cited there are about 2,399 
construction workers employed at 
the site by contractors which are 
considered as temporary and even- 
tually will move out as the work 
is completed. He noted they do not 
represent any major concern for 
school and civic leaders. 

Kent presented current figures 
as to MTO permanent personnel 
who are living in surrounding com- 
munities within the impact area. 
He said there are 132 in Bay St. 
Louis, 38 in Gulfport, 57 in Long 
Beach 158 in Pass Christian, 276 
in Picayune, 90 in Slidell, 23 in 
Waveland, 113 in other Mississippi 
cities and 25 in other Louisiana 
cities. 

Fortune also said there have 
peen no changes in the land ac- 
quisition program nor any major 
changes in other phases of the pro- 
ject.

Social Security 


Clergymen who have not yet 
elected to come under social secu- 
rity now have the opportunity to 
do so during the “open season” pro-i 
vided by changes in the social 
security law in 1964, according to 
Waymon D. Sewall, social security 
district manager in Gulfport. 

The change in the law gives 
clergymen whose time for electing 
coverage had expired another op- 
portunity to come under the sys- 
tem.

STENNIS COMMENTS 
ON COMMUNIST 
ACTIVITIES IN 
SECURITY CENTERS 


(By Senator John Stennis) 


I am very much concerned thal 
an Army Sergeant stationed at the 
Pentagon was arrested last week 
and charged with having been āū 
agent in the Communist Party of 
Russia for several years, during 
which he was paid $300.00 a month 
to channel out kep military infor- 
mation to the Soviet Union. The 
Pentagon is the very nerve center 
of our vast, far-flung military or- 
ganization, vital to our national de- 
fense. This gives rise to the 
thought that if the strict security 
of our military organizations can 
be penetrated and infiltrated, how 
easy it is to infiltrate the various 
groups, racial and otherwise, that 
are going about over the country 
stirring up unrest, strife, and 
trouble. 


Bringing it right on down to acti- 
vities in our home State, I’m think- 
ing of the Freedom School people 
active in Mississippi last year, 
where it was clearly demonstrated 
that at least some connected with 
those activities had Communist 
backgrounds. 


The Department of Justice has 
been extremely slow in enforcing 
the Subversive Act that we passed 
here in 1950, which outlawed the 
Communist Party. Putting the Com- 


munist Party out of business in this 


country has taken altogether too 
long. There have been inexcusable 
delays intaking this matter through 
the courts.
